





“'The Consumption of Paper is the Measure of a People’s Culture.” 
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A French View of Sizing. 





M. Lafargue, a French paper manufacturer, 
sends the following remarks to the Moniteur de 
la Papeterie Francaise anent the Wiirster 
“ Essay on Sizing”: 

Dr. Wiirster says: ‘‘ All the explanations of 
vegetable sizing which have been hitherto given, 
either by chemists or manufacturers, are false.” 
Dr. Wirster maintains that he discovered that 
the old theory of sizing by the resinate of alu- 
mina is false. He can see, however, in your 
number of August 1, 1875, that he was not the 
first to point out the fact. But he goes further, 
and after an incomplete study of the subject he 
concludes by declaring that vegetable sizing is 
solely produced by the free rosin precipitated on 
the fibre, and that the salts of alumina, which 
perform the part of acids only in the operation, 
serve simply to precipitate the rosin in a perfect 
state of divisibility. According to him the 
resinate of alumina has no effect on the sizing, 
and he goes to prove this by pouring on the 
blotting paper a solution of colophony in ether, 
which sizes the paper, and then a solution of 
resinate of alumina in ether, which does not 
size. This is truly a beautiful method of com- 
paring the efficacy of the free rosin and of the 
resinate of aluminain pulp sizing! Mr. Wiirster 
might as well cite, in support of his theory, an- 
other experiment of the same nature, and just 
as conclusive, viz., that colophony, when melted 
on blotting paper, will size it, while the resinate 
of alumina is without effect in the case. Sizing, 
according to Mr. Wiirster, simply consists in 
mixing very finely divided colophony with the 
fibres. 

He certainly acknowledges that he obtains no 
result by precipitating the resinous soap in the 
pulp by an acid; but he explains this fact by 
saying that the rosin which has been thus treat 
ed has lost its non-absorbent properties. 

Now, have found to the very contrary of 
those statements, that the resinate of alumina 
and most of the salts of colophony do contribute 
to the sizing on the same footing as the free 
rosins, and that, beside this fact, the rdéle of 

- alum, which is altogether different from that in- 
dicated by Mr. Wiirster, consists in establishing 
a combination between the non-absorbent mat- 
ter and the vegetable fibres, without which 
there cannot possibly be any sizing. I cannot 
repeat here the series of experiments which led 
me to these conclusions, but I may cite the fol- 
lowing facts, which completely refute the 
greater part of Mr. Wiirster’s statements: I mix 
with rag pulp one of the following matters: Free 
rosin, obtained by precipitating the resinous 
soap by means of any acid; a resinate | of 
alumina, of chalk, iron or copper, in fact, any 
of the non-alkaline resinates. Now, the papers 
which are made with such mixtures are never 
sized, no matter what precautions may be taken 
to bring the water-expelling matter to a state 
of perfect division. But if we happen to wet 
these same papers with a solution of sulphate of 
alumina, we shall find them perfectly sized when 
dry. The sulphate of alumina may be replaced 
in this experiment by other salts, as sulphate of 
zinc, for instance; but with the exception, per- 
haps, of acetate of lead, none gives such good 
results. 

Now, is it not manifest that in these experi- 
ments the sulphate of alumina plays quite 
another part than being the acid producer of 
free rosin, as Mr. Wiirster will have it? Before 
the introduction of the salts of alumina the 
water-expelling matter (rosins or resinates) and 
the fibres are mixed together without being at 
the same time intimately combined; the paper is 
not sized, and the ink makes its way through the 
fibres by throwing aside the resinous dust. 

What, then, produces sizing? Fixing the 
rosin. This is the action of the sulphate of 
alumina, which, possessing an equal affinity for 
the cellulose and the colophony, binds them to- 
gether by incorporating itself thoroughly with 


the paper.

Electric Illumination. 





In regard to new developments in electric 
illumination, Alfred G. Holcombe, it appears, 
has solved the problem, applied for a patent, 
placed his model on record in the Patent office, 
and received a notice from the Examiner of 

- Patents that his application had been allowed, 
and that the fee of $20 for granting letters- 
patent must be rendered within a certain period, 
or the application will have to be made over 
again. It isa familiar fact among electricians 
that the real value of Edison’s patent lies in the 
invention of a regulator by which the platinum 
is prevented from fusing—that is to say, by 
which the temperature is regulated. The divi- 
sion of the current and the production of a light 


of moderate intensity—of one-candle power, say 
—remain as apparently insurmountable as ever. 
Edison's light is by incandescence, which, for 
reasons that only an expert would understand, 
is more expensive than the arc. 



































while a light of 50-candle power might be 
economically produced by electricity, it was 
impracticable to undertake a minuter subdi- 
vision, and in this opinion Professor Morton, of 
the Stevens Institute, coincides. Such a light is 
available for the illumination of large areas, 
but will not answer for domestic and social 
purposes, and hence, in the present state of the 
question, so far as public exbibitions and experi- 
ments and the inventions used for them are con- 
cerned, the gas men have nothing to fear. 
a few days ago, in conversation with the inven- 
tor whose work is under consideration, Profes- 
sor Farmer expressed the opinion that such a 
thing as a one-candle power, steady, unfluctu- 
ating and inexpensive, was not to be accom- 
plished by electrical means. And yet, with a 
curious obtuseness, all these great electricians 
have overlooked one factor in the accomplish- 
ment. In trying to reduce the intensity and to 
regulate it, it did not apparently occur to them 
correspondingly to reduce the carbon pencils 
and the arc; and their efforts to produce a light 
of one-candle power have been made with the 
same pencils and arc that would have been used

for 1,000 times the brilliancy. The reply to this 
be assigned why smaller points should be used, 


resistance of two given pencils of carbon should 
be in some measure proportionate to the squares 
of their diameters, although it had never been 
experimentally demonstrated. 

Reasoning after this manner, our electrician 
procured the smallest carbon pencils that could 
be made, and commenced to experiment with 
them. The result was that the ends of the pen- 
cil fused, and the arc was extinguished. He 
next looked about him for some form of carbon 
which should not be open to this objection, and 
after many trials hit upon lamp-black, had the 
required pencils manufactured from it, and was 
successful in producing a steady, reliable light 
of only one-candle power, upon the principle 
pointed out in the preceding paragraph. In 
speaking of the subject recently, the gratified 
inventor said that with this problem solved, and 
with the less expensive form of carbon (lamp- 
black) used in the manufacture of his points, it 
would be possible to light a parlor at from one- 
fifth to one-eighth the cost of gas for the same 
purpose. His first points could only be used 
about three hours, but he has recently produced 
carbons that lasted fifty hours, and has thus 
nearly dispensed with the troubles of renewal 
found to be so formidable in the Jablochkoff 
light, experiments with which have been tried 
on a large scale in Paris. The real point of the 
invention consists in the regulation of resistance, 
and the consequent employment of no more 
electrical force than is required. 

The invention has been viewed in operation 
only by a few experts as yet; but the latter 
speak of it in terms of the highest enthusiasm, 
as overcoming in the simplest and most practical 
manner the objections that have hitherto stood 
inthe way of substituting electricity for gas, 
namely, that the former cannot be economically 
subdivided; that the carbon points are too ex- 
pensive for popular use, and that their necessa- 
rily frequent renewal is too troublesome to be 
tolerated by busy people. The new method will 
be put on exhibition as soon as all the necessary 
arrangements can be perfected.

Improvement in Wire-Cloth for Four- 
drinier Paper-Machines, 








An improved method of forming a metallic 
edge upon the Fourdrinier wire-cloth possesses 
advantages over other metallic edges, both in 
being thinner and in having the selvage-wires so 
secured in the edge of the Fourdrinier wire-cloth 
that pieces are not liable to work out when 
broken by wear in the paper-machine. This im- 
provement consists in so introducing the wires 
needed to form the selvage (for turning the fill- 
ing over) that they shall lie in the same dent of 
the reed, and be thus held together to resist the 
tension of the weft in making the edge, while 
they shall receive such a bending that no piece 
can pull out of the selvage when in use, no mat- 
ter how near together the breaks in the same 
may occur. This is accomplished by passing the 
wires (if two are employed), not through the 
same harness, as has hitherto been uniformly 
done, but one of them through a heddle in the 
front harness, and the other through a heddle in 
the rear harness, the wires still being laid in the 
same dent or opening in the reed. The two 
wires thus still possess the needful stiffness to 
turn the filling over, being held together in the 
reed when beating up the filling, while, owing to 
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their positions in the harness, they are bent back 
and forth at each stroke of the weaver, and are 
firmly locked in their place in the selvage. 


Figure 1 of the drawings shows the alternate 


bends in one of the selvage-wires, and Fig. 2 
shows the appearance of the same wire in the 
edge itself, the letter a applying to the selvage- 
wires. 


* As a few silk threads are universally woven 


into Fourdrinier wire-cloth near the edge to 
strengthen it, several such threads are shown at 
bb bin Fig. 2; but they have no connection 
whatever with this method of forming the me- 
tallic edge.

Splitting Paper. 





It is one of the most remarkable properties of 


that wonderful product, paper, that it can be 
split into two or even three parts, however thin 


the sheet. We have seen a leaf of the llustrated 
News thus divided into three parts, or three 


thin leaves. One consisted of the surface on 


which the engravings are printed; another was 
the side containing the letterpress, and a per- 
fectly blank piece on each side was the paper 
that lay between. Many people who have not 
seen this done might think it impossible; yet it 
is not only possible, but extremely easy, as we 
shall show. 

Get a piece of plate glass and place on it a 
sheet of paper; then let the latter be thoroughly 
soaked. With care and a little dexterity the 
sheet can be split by the top surface being re- 
moved. But the best plan is to paste a piece of 
cloth or strong paper to each side of the sheet to 
be split. When dry, violently and without hesi- 
tation pull the two pieces asunder, when part of 
the sheet will be found to have adhered to one 
and part to the other. Soften the paste in water 
and the pieces can %e easily removed from the 
cloth. 

The process is generally demonstrated as a 
matter of curiosity, yet it can be utilized in 
various ways. If we want to paste in a scrap- 
book a newspaper article printed on both sides 
of the paper, and possess only one copy, it is 
very convenient 40 know how to detach the one 
side from the other. The paper when split, as 
may be imagined, is more transparent than 
it was before being subjected to the operation, 
and the printing ink is somewhat duller. Other- 
wise the two pieces present the appearance of 
the original if again brought together. 

Some time ago the information of how to do 
this splitting was advertised to be soid for a con- 
siderable sum. We now impart it to all our read- 
ers gratuitously.—B. & C. Printer and Sta- 
tioner.

British Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. }

The only item of any importance or worth 
noticing in trade this week is the continued de- 
mand for linens of all kinds. Several gond or- 
ders are here from your side, and some business 
has been done. Russian rags, being the strongest 
linens, have sold well, and from the eagerness of 
paper-makers to buy these qualities it would 
seem their stocks are nearly worked off. Prices 
do not alter, which is a good sign of steady 
business. As the demand is at present fully met 
by dealers prices can keep steady, only I fancy 
they will get easier in a few weeks. Rags, take 
them as a fibre, both cotton and linen, are now 
in very good demand all round. Not much has 
been done in bagging or hemp, and what was 
done was booked at previous prices. Waste 
papers continue low, and very little home trade 
appears to be done in this line. 

Chemicals are still very depressed. There ap- 
pears to have been a decrease in inquiry on ex- 
port account, and this leads naturally to the con- 
clusion that large stocks have accumulated. 
Makers are rather bewildered at the outlook of 
affairs, and the market is feeling the uncer- 
tainty. Prices seem inclined to fall, and my last 
week’s report seems to be still good for the pres- 
ent week. The chemical market is proverbially 
uncertain, owing to the operations of specula- 
tors, but I don’t think there is very much to fear 
on this score. It is easy to handle a certain arti- 
cle here and work the market. but it requires 
capital and some courage. I fancy the gentle- 
men who were fond of speculative business have 
lost both these essential qualifications. On the 
whole, trade is very depressed, and there seems 
to me very little prospect indeed of any change 
at present. 

I fear I have nothing to tell you about paper 
this week. I was never more hard up for news 
than to-day. I cannot even get a faint ‘‘ twitter” 
out of trade news. And I haven’ta tale even 
for you, suitable to these dreary times. 

I see in both our trade journals here a denial 
from Evans & Adlard of the report published 
by the correspondent of a paper on your side. 
The Paper Makers’ Monthly Journal takes this 
opportunity of being nasty, by referring to the 
little rub I hada short time ago and making 
sundry self-satisfied remarks about their ideas 
of ‘London correspondence.” It is very cruel 
of the Paper Makers’ Monthly Journal. I never 
injured them in any way. I wouldn’t do such a 
thing. I can’t help it if there never is any 
news in their paper, and if our British Notes 
aggravate them and make them uncomforta- 
ble I can’t be blamed. But it was not fair 
to bully me again because another unfortunate 
London correspondent gets into a mess. The 
Paper Makers’ Monthly Journal ought to know 
better, but our friend does not know much, 
except about bam—— ah! never mind. 

By the way, there is a letter in the Paper- 
Makers’ Circular about bamboo that is rather 
“rough” on Mr. Routledge. A correspondent 
from Calcutta has lately tried the cultivation of 
bamboo upon the system recommended by the 
enthusiastic gentleman above named, and the re- 
sult is similar to that from experiments I tried 
myself in 1876, in Jamaica. I believe, so far as 
I have heard from long-experienced sugar plant- 
ers, irrigation is of no value in the tropics. I 
can quite understand it. My experience was 
that the plants rotted. 

There was a company, or some such enterprise, 
in America in 1874 or 1875, which worked a 
bamboo import scheme in Jamaica. This com- 
pany had some presses at Morant Bay, and used 
to import the crushed bamboo, but I believe it 
was abandoned. Do any of your readers know 
anything about it? I believe—I am not sure— 
the company left the presses behind as a substi- 
tute for rent. 

I have heard nothing more of the company 
that was t» work a new fibre in Brazil. I men- 
tioned its formation and object some months 


ago in THE JOURNAL, and even inclosed a sample 


of the fibre. Somehow or other these fibre 
schemes don’t take. The promoters always for- 
get one essential feature, viz., the unwillingness 
of our paper-makers to buy manufactured pulp. 
Having all the plant, &c., on the spot, at their 
own mills, they prefer to make the pulp here, 
and know for certain what is init. There is 
something in this after all. 
ly see buying bamboo pulp, as being fit for the 
finest paper, and find it only wood. In addition, 
paper-makers are suspicious of mineral matter in 
pulps and mixtures of fibres. Then the moisture 
is a great difficulty, which leads to disputes, al- 
lowances, and disappointment, both to seller 
and buyer. I am quite satisfied that the importa-

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tion into this country of tropical fibres in a state 
of half-stuff is a great mistake, always was and 
ever will be, so long as paper-makers have works 
suited for treatment of fibres in the raw state, 
Besides, if it is profitable to buy chemicals here 
and ship them to the colonies to boil fibres, and 
reship the fibre, it is profitable to boil the raw 
fibres here, and paper-makers are like most peo- 
ple—they like profits.

this week who have returned from an annual 





visit to our various mills, and their reports of 
trade are really most gloomy. One says that 
his orders in Scotland did not nearly cover his 
expenses. Trade in the ‘land of cakes” is any- 
thing but good just now. A few good firms are 
getting along as usual, but they will not buy, 
except at tempting figures. Paper is selling at 
such very low prices that makers are iuclined to 
stick pretty tight to their money before paying 
a high price for rags. The paper-makers in Scot- 
land, I hear, are all comfortably settled again, 
so far as the Glasgow Bank is concerned. I be- 
lieve all have arranged something with the 
liquidators, by the terms of which the mills will 
goon asusual, It isa very wise thing to do on 
all sides for two reasons—firstly, the paper 
trade (a heavy industry in Scotland) won’t be 
exterminated, and, secondly, the bank funds will 
get a certain income from such an arrangement, 


For if the mills were put up forsale, who is there 
to buy them / They might stand empty for years, 
“It may befor years, it may be forever.” [ 
don’t know of any one who is rushing about to 
buy a paper mill just now. I know of several 
people of such a distinctly opposite frame of 
mind that they would gladly sell their mills. 

In the northern counties trade is not so bad, 
but it drags. Orders for raw materials are slow 
and not always sure. Many mills seem to have 
bought rags for this year’s consumption. I ad- 
vised, during the early months of the year, when 
rags were so cheap, this course in THE JOURNAL, 
and am rather pleased to hear it has been 
adopted in some instances. One very large pa- 
per-maker told my dealer friend that during 
February he bought rags from any and every 
body who offered at his price, so that he was 
full up. 

The scare at the plague has vanished, but Rus- 
sian rags do not arrive very freely. The proba- 
bility is no stocks exist, and it may be shipments 
are going across the Atlantic. At any rate, so 
far there is no excitement and no change in the 
market of any importance. German rags are 
cheaper, and I give yesterday’s prices below. I 
also send you yesterday’s prices of French rags— 
an item, Iam happy to state, I have arranged 
for THE JOURNAL every week through the kind- 
ness of a valued patron of our journal. 

Mill news is weak again in all respects. [ 
don’t know how correct it may be, but I believe 
Mr. H. Bruce, a large Scotch paper-maker, who 
was sadly in with the Glasgow Bank, has sold 
his mill to Wrigley & Son, the largest paper- 
makers in the United Kingdom. The mill will 
be carried on as usual. 

A large paper-maker near Manchester has got 
into trouble. He bought another mill, and being 
pressed for payment he found it impossible to 
meet the demand at the time, and has had to 
sell out in consequence. I am sorry to hear this; 
it seems such a foolish thing. 

I hear that John Pfeffer & Co., of Ghent, have 
bought another very large factory, which they 
are turning into a rag-cutting establishmept, 
The new building isan immense place, and it will 
enable the firm to double their output, if neces- 
sary. I believe Mr. Cowan, of the celebrated 
Scotch firm, was visiting the works at Ghent 
last week. Our readers will remember the de- 
scription of this establishment in the issue of 
January 11. 

The German paper-makers are agitating for 
the renewal of the export duty om rags. Ata 
meeting of paper-makers, held on April 30, in 
Berlin, a petition was presented to the German 
Parliament to reintroduce this duty. It ap- 
pears the Tariff Commission have actually 
named rags as an article to be protected, but at 
the second meeting this was annulled. The 
paper-makers want an increase in the tax on 
imported paper as well. This has been granted, 
and the paper-makers are of course very 
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pleased, but not satisfied. Their case is as fol- 
lows; 1, The export of rags has made rags | 
dearer. 2. Has limited the quantity for home 

use. 3. Has shut out the best qualities and sent | 
them away. 4. Has led to introduction of wood 

pulp and straw. 5. Has consequently been the 
cause of much bad paper being made. 6. Has | 
had a damaging effect, too, on the prestige of | 
German paper-makers. 7. Has, owing to the | 
plague, increased the price of rags 15 to 20 per 
cent. 8. Has encouraged Austrian competition. | 
There, if rag exporters can read that and sur- | 
vive they are more than human! 

There are a few crams, of course, in these 
ideas. For instance, Nos. 1 and 7, as to increase | 
of price. What isthe fact? The export duty | 
on rags was abandoned in 1873—are rags cheap- | 
er nc w or dearer than in 1873? And the plague | 
has not affected rags certainly more than Is. to | 
1s. 6d. per cwt., and Is. 6d. on 27s. is not quite 
15 to 20 per cent. But the joke is No. 6, dam- 
aging the prestige of German paper-makers ! 
Who ever heard of any German paper worth a 
continental cuss? Prestige! Just as if any | 
good rags are required for the wooden-looking 
stuff the Germans send out and call paper! I 
saw the Berlin Exhibition, and I remarked that 
with the exception of Alex. Pirie’s show there 
was not a decent sheet of paper to be seen in the 
place! In No. 5, however, they admit that the 
public are satisfied with inferior paper made 
from straw and wood. 

This question, like al] others, has two sides. 
It is a mere matter of demand. If the German 
paper-makers want to stop the export of fine 
rags from their country why don’t they buy 
them themselves? We have to pay 10s. per ton 
freight at least. They can have the advantage 
this way. Is therea German rag-dealer alive 
who would rather take a few shillings less from 
usor the States than sell at home? For in- | 
stance, S P F F F’s, good strong linens, are sell- 
ing in Hamburg at £26 per ton. We are giving 
#27 for them, delivered over here. Why don’t 
the German paper-makers give £26 10s., or even 
as much as we do, £27, and stop them going 
over? This howling and whining to Govern- 
ment to protect them by fettering other people 
is paltry and unmanly. 

The German duties on paper have been altered | 
asfollows: On unglazed paper from six marks 
to eight marks per 100 k., on glazed paper from 
six marks to ten marks per 100 k. The increases 
respectively are 1s. to 2s. per cwt.

Celluloid. 


Although celluloid was invented nine or ten 
years ago (by two brothers naméd Hyatt), its 
perfected manufacture has been regularly in 
progress for only about five years, and is con- 
sidered to be still in its infancy; yet immense 
quantities of the substance are produced; it is | 
converted into a wonderful variety of forms, 
and new modes of applying it are discovered 
almost daily. 

Celluloid is a composition of fine tissue paper 
and camphor, treated with chemicals by a pat- 
ented process. A rather common impression | 
that it contains gun-cotton is a mistake, which 
arises from confounding it with collodion. 
Celluloid, it is said, is entirely non-explosive, | 
and burns only when in direct contact with | 
flame. When crude it looks Jike a transparent 
gum, and its color is alight yellow-brown. It 
can be made as hard as ivory, but is always | 
elastic, and can be readily molded into every 
conceivable form.

With equal ease it can be 


through the entire substance, and being, there- 
fore, ineffaceable. All the celluloid made is 
produced by a single company, with factories in 
Newark, N. J. This company makes only the 
raw material, which it sells to various manu- 
facturing companies for so much per pound and | 
a royalty on their net sales. No one can buy it 
unless the producing company desires to give 
him a license, which is granted only for the pur- 
pose of making some new article that will not 
interfere with the trade of the companies al- | 
ready licensed. A number of large corporations 
are now engaged in the various branches of 
manufacture for which celluloid can be used. | 
The cost of the crude article to buyers is regu-

lated by the producing company according to 
the use to be made of it and the competition 
met with in other materials. For instance, $4 
or $5 per lb. are charged for celluloid which is 
to be made into jewelry, while only #2 is 
charged if it is designed fer umbrella handles, 
though there is no difference in the quality of 
the substance. In consequence of this system 
there is a similar wide variation in the cost of the 
manufactured articles. 
ivory, celluloid has made great inroads in the 
business of the ivory manufacturers. Its mak- 


As a close imitation of 


| ers assert that in durability it is much superior 


to ivory, as it sustains hard knocks without in 
jury, and is not discolored by age or use. 
quantities of it are used for piano and organ 
keys, to the manufacture of which one company 
is devoted. So extensive is its use for this pur- 
pose that the ivory manufacturers have reduced 
their price for keys below that of celluloid, in 
the hope of checking the competition. ‘‘ It is 
only a question of who can hold out longest,” 
said a celluloid manufacturer; ‘‘ but we can 
make our own elephants, and the ivory men 
have got to catch theirs.” 

Billiard balls are made of celluloid at half the 
price of ivory, and are said to be equally elastic, 
while more durable. Large amounts are used 
for combs of every variety, for the backs of 
brushes and hand mirrors, and for all kinds of 
toilet articles which ivory is employed for. 
Even a fine-tooth comb made of celluloid is 
per cent. cheaper than ivory, while in large 
pieces, such as the backs of hand-glasses, the 
difference in price is enormous. Among many 
other articles in which celluloid takes the place 
of ivory or india-rubber, are whip, cane and 
umbrella handles, every kind of harness trim- 
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mings, foot-rules, chessmen, and the handles of | 


knives and forks. Its use in cutlery is said to 


be especially desirable, as it is not cracked or | 


discolored by hot water. 

India-rubber, as a general rule, holds its ground 
against celluloid, as the latter cannot be sold so 
cheaply. The celluloid is said to be much more 
durable, however, and is superior for pencil- 
cases, jewelry, &c., where gold mountings are 
used, as it does not tarnish the metal, whereas 


| the sulphur in india-rubber tarnishes gold which 


is less than eighteen carats fine. The freedom 
of celluloid frem sulphur, and the natural flesh 
color which can be imparted to it, have caused 
it to be extensively substituted for india-rubber 
in the manufacture of dental blanks, or the 
gums and other attachments of artificial teeth. 
Celluloid can be mottled so as to imitate the 
finest tortoise-shell, and its elasticity renders it 
much less liable to breakage. In this form it is 
used, like the imitation ivory, for combs, card 
eases, cigar-cases, match-boxes, pocket-books, 
napkin-rings, jewelry, and all sorts of fancy 
articles. The substance is employed for similar 
purposes, as a good imitation of malachite and 
also of amber.

as the material of flutes, flageolets, and drum- 
sticks. For drumheads it is said to be superior

Beautiful jewelry is made of it, in imitation of

Within the last year anda half another branch 
of celluloid manufacture has been developed, 
which promises to reach enormous proportions, 
This is the use of celluloid as a substitute for 
linen or paper in the making of shirt-cuffs, col- 
lars, &c. fe has the appearance of well-starched 
linen, is sufficiently light and flexible, does not 
wrinkle, is not affected by perspiration, and can 
be worn for months without injury. It becomes 
soiled much less rT than linen, and when 
dirty is quickly cleaned by the application of a 
little soap and water with a spongeorrag. For 
travelers, and for wear in hot weather, this cel- 
luloid linen is especially convenient. It has 
lately been much improved by the introduction 
of real linen between two thicknesses of cellu- 
loid. Shirt-fronts have been made of it, as well 
cuffs and collars, and it is believed that these 
will prove equally desirable.

The Melbourne Exhibition Building. 


The salient features of the building (which 
will be the largest Melbourne has yet known) 
will be, first, a dome higher than the highest 
spire in the city, flanked by a number of smaller 
towers of pavilion shape; and, secondly, a varie- 
ty of ornamental details, mostly in such high 
relief as to utterly deface the dead-wall effect 
but too frequently conveyed under similar cir- 
cumstances. The building, excluding the tempo- 
rary annexes for machinery, &c., is cruciform, 
consisting of a nave, 500 feet long, running 
from east to west, and cut through its centre by 
a transept 270 feet deep, the ends of which are 
north and south. This transept is the leading 
feature of the fabric. At its south end is the 
chief portal—a tall arch, 40 feet wide and 60 feet 
high, deeply recessed, and reached by a flight of 
broad stone steps. 

On each side are square towers, 105 feet high, 
adorned by picturesquely shaped and well- 
grouped windows, together with Ionic pilasters 
and enriched panels. The north end of the 
transept is arranged on almost precisely the 
same pattern. Some 50 feet behind the portico, 
and at the point where the transept intersects 
the nave, rises the dome, octagonal in form, 
and reaching the height of 223 feet, being about 
130 feet above the main roof. As the dome rears 
itself above the main roof it is surrounded by 
columns, dividing groups of windows, and just 
above that point the taper gradually begins. At 
its base the central tower is 100 feet square, but

EASTERN §JATES. 

The new machine at the Seymour Paper Com- 
pany’s mill at Windsor Locks, Conn., was to 
start up this week. 

Work has begun on the tower which is to be 
added on the south side of the Hampshire paper 
mill at South Hadley Falls, Mass. The rock is 


| being blasted away so that the tower will start 


from a level with the machine-room floor, and 
part of it will be used for an elevator. 

Forty-five driven wells have been sunk in the 
yard of Whiting No. 1 mill, Holyoke, the 500- 
gallon pump for which is expected daily. The 
wells are arranged in rows fifteen and twenty 
feet apart, with six-inch section pipes for each 
two rows. Hitherto, the well pipes of one row 
have entered the section pipes in the same line 
with the branches of the opposite row, so that 
momentum was lost by opposite streams im- 
pinging against each other. This is now obvi- 
ated by the inventor’s running the opposing 
branches into the section at an angle, thus pre- 
venting any retarding of the flow. An eight- 
inch tiunk pipe connects with the pump. 

The Crocker Manufacturing Company’s paper 
mill, Holyoke, will shut down for two weeks in 
July for repairs. 

C. H. Dexter & Sons, Windsor Locks, Conn., 
are resetting three boilers with the Jarvis patent 
furnace. 

William Russell & Son, Lawrence, Mass., have 
ordered four more soda ash reclaimers set with 
the Jarvis furnace. 


Work on the foundations of the new manilla 
paper mill at Turner’s Falls, Mass., is pro- 
gressing. 

The Montague Paper Company, Turner’s Falls, 
Mass., is building a new stock house. 

Eight new engines are being set up in the 
Albion mill, Holyoke. 

The Clark Machine Company, Turner’s Falls, 
Mass., has just placed one of its twin rotary fire 
pumps in the Griswold cotton factory at that 
place, and another at South Acton, Mass., for 
C. A. Harrington.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket during the greater part of the week worked 
rather closely, owing, it was generally believed, 

to the large withdrawals of greenbacks caused 
by the purchases of the ten-dollar certificates. 
Borrowers on call on pledges of s*ock collateral 
occasionally paid as high as 6 to7 per cent. for 
accommodation, but the bulk of the business 
was effected at lower rates. At the close the 
ruling rates for call loans to Stock Exchange 
borrowers were 4 to 5 per cent., while in some 
instances as high as 6 per cent. was paid for ac- 
commodations; finally the offerings of capital 
increased, and the rate dropped to 3 to 4 per 
cent. Prime mercantile paper sold at 31¢ to 5 
per cent., according to date of maturity. Quo- 
tations for commercial paper are as follows: 60 
to 90 days indorsed bills receivable, 4 to 4}¢ per 
cent. ; 4 months’ acceptances, 4 to 5 per cent.; 
good single name, 4 to 6 months, 5 to 6 per cent. ; 
double name, 60 day paper, 4 to 4'¢ per cent. ; 
double name, 4 months, 4 to 5 per cent., and 
first class single name, 5 to 6 per cent. 

Government bonds were firm in the early deal- 
ings, but subsequently became weak, and prices 
declined }¢ to & per cent., the latter in the new 
4’s, which fell off to 102%, of which about 
$300,000 changed hands at the boards on Thurs 
day. At the close the market recovered ani 
again assumed a strong tone, and there was a 
general improvement in prices, the closing quo- 
tations being the highest of the week in some 
instances. The early decline was in a great 
measure due to sales by parties who held the 
new 4 per cents. on speculation, while the sub- 
sequent recovery was caused by purchases stim- 
ulated by the low prices which prevailed for a 
time. 

In the Sterling Exchange market the volume 
of business was light. The small advance on 
Saturday was based on the short supply of com- 
mercial bills and on the settlements to be made 
with bankers early next week. There are some 
sales of Sterling now being made for delivery 
during the months of August, September, Octo- 
ber, November and December, at fair rates. At 
the close 60-day bills were not so strong for ac- 
tual business as early in the week.

THE PAPER TRADE.—The past week has 
developed nothing especially new in connection 
with trade, and matters stand pretty much as 
they were a week ago. Fine Papers have about 
the same moderate movement which has been 
noted of late. Records and Fine and Superfine 
Flat Caps do not improve any, but Ledgersarea 
little more inquired for, as usual about this sea- 
son of the year. The export trade in these pa- 
pers still goes on in a very satisfactory manner, 
and the past week has been no exception to 
those which preceded it in the number and ex- 
tent of shipments. The most notable event in 
this line of papers during the week is the arrival 
in the city of a large buyer from Peru, whose 
annual purchases aggregate many thousand 
reams of fine papers. The competition among 
dealers is so sharp that buyers like the one men- 
tioned are sure to obtain favorable figures. 
Book Papers have only a moderate demand, and 
the position of the market is not as satisfac- 
tory as could he wished. At the present 
time, the book publishing business being quiet, 
the consumption of all classes of Book Papers is 
naturally limited. The demand for News does 
not vary much. Fresh orders are scarce and in 
active competition, and some of the large mills 
are without any orders ahead. Most, if not 
all, of the Hanging mills have stopped run- 
ning, the season on that class of papers be- 
ing over. Manillas are selling rather slowly, 
and notwithstanding the ruling higher prices of 
raw stocks, are weak in tone. In Binders’ Boards 
there is nothing doing, and the business is flat. 
Straw Boards maintain a very good movement, 
and for a longer period than anticipated by 
some of the dealers. This condition of things 
will be considerably augmented in July, 
when a very active trade is expected, as 
it is the usual period for the box-makers 
to begin making up stock for fall busi- 
ness. Straw Wrappings are unchanged. There 
have been complaints of short water, owing to 
droughts in the vicinity of some of the large 
mills; but whether this is generally the case or 
not the dealers report the supply coming in the 
market as fully as large as ever. Apprehensions 
are felt that the apparent small crop of rye may 
be the cause of the price of straw advancing to 
$8 or $10 per ton. The condition of the crop, it 
is said, will be fully developed in the next week 
or ten days. The movement for shutting down 
the mills to part time, thus lessening the con- 
sumption, has received, it is said, the consent of 
the proposed 90 per cent., but it is reperted that 
three large mills still hold out against it. 

JUTE BUTTS.—Market is higher and strong, 
with an upward tendency. Sales 1,000 to 2,000 
bales, on spot, ordinary, at 2c. to 2 5-l6c. cash. 
Spot holders are now asking 2%{c. for ordinary, 
and 25¢c. for Prime Bagging. Latest Calcutta 
advices quote an advancing market there in con- 
sequence of the near exhaustion of the old crop. 
Exchange also is advancing in company with 
silver at London, which enhances the cost of im- 
| portation, making cost to land merchantable 
quality 2%{c. to 2i¢c., duty paid. There have 
been no arrivals since our last issue. At the 
auction sale on Thursday of the balance of the 
Jute Stock damaged by the fire at Watson’s 
Stores, Brooklyn, the quantity sold embraced 
about 500 bales. The principal purchaser s were 
M. A. Ring & Son and K. Eagan, at an average 
price of 15¢c., although the range of prices ran 
from 1\¢c. to 1.70c., according to the condition 
of the stock. The whole quantity was divided 
up in various lots of from 10 to 65 bales each. 


WOOD PULP.—There is nothing especially 
new to be said of this article. Orders are being 
filled by the various mills in fair measure, so 
that there is no accumulation of stock to be 
worked off. Prices remain as before at 3c. for 
combination. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The market has not materially changed during 
the week under review, the course of business as 
indicated by the transactions reported, if any- 
thing, tending toward a greater quietness. In 
Linens about the usual moderate sales were 
made, the demand being largely for the lower- 
priced goods, Cheap cottons are moving about 
the same as previously reported, the recent ad- 
vance in the cost of the raw material not having 
yet had any effect on the price of stock, although 
should the demand for cotton increase to any 
great extent, prices will rule firmer. Waste 
papers are not in any active demand and 
pr barely steady. Sales embrace 50 tons 
Post Shavings, ex dock, at 4}c., 35 tons Cotton 
Waste at 2}¢c. cash, and a small lot of folded 
News at 2. The arrivals for the week foot up 
1,073 bales Rags, 1,255 bales Paper Stock, and 
1,288 bales Manillas. 

DOMESTIC RAGS.—The movement in all 
grades of Rags continues very slow, and prices, 
although quoted nominally, are inclined to 
weaken, particularly for lower grades of Cotton. 
Manufacturers are still purchasing in this mar- 
ket very sparingly. We note sales of 100 bales 
No, 2 City Whites at 2%c., 100 bales City 
Seconds at 1%c., 12 tons Country Mixed Cottons 
at 2%c., and 20 bales extra No. 1 City Whites at 
4}¢c. 

BAGGINGS, &c.—The market for Baggings 
is firmer, corresponding with the recent ad- 
vance both in Jute Butts and Cotton. Stocks of 


prime Bagging are very anal, if 1 not quite ex- 
hausted, the principal portion of that arriving 
being taken on order, and better prices in the near 
future are looked for should this scarcity con- 
tinue and Butts rule at higher figures. The 
sales within the week aggregate quite a consider- 
able quantity, among the number regorted 
are two lots embracing 320 tons No. 1 Gunny at 
and another of 20 tons at 2%c., at which 
price holders show some degree of firmness. 
Manilla Rope is also a trifle firmer in price, a 
sale is reported of 50 tons at $2.75 to $2.80, and 
another lot of 20 tons at 2%c. 


OLD PAPERS.—Trade displays but little ac- 
tivity in this line of stock, but prices show no 
further tendency toward shrinkage than we re- 
ported about a fortnight ago, and at the late 
slight decline values are steady. Prime lots of 
No. 1 White Shavings are moving fairly, but 
other grades are comparatively quiet. Book 
and light stock are without life. Pure Manillas 
continue in moderate request. The sales em- 
brace 10 tons Folded News at 2c., another lot of 
20 bales at the same price, 15 bales extra Hard 
White Shavings at 4%c., 10 tons Manillas at 
2éc., and 25 bales Bogus Manillas at $1.05. 


STRAW.—The demand continues fair, and 
prices are firm, with indications of a higher 
range. Should the crop of rye be short, the 
mills may have to pay in their vicinity from $8 
to $10 per ton. The next week or ten days will 
develop the true condition of the present crop. 
The quotations at New York are: 45c. to 50c. 
for Long Rye, 40c. for Short do. and Oat at 
30c. to 40c. cash. Prices in the vicinity of the 
mills range between $5 to $6 per ton.

ROSINS.—The demand continues moderate, 
and common is neglected, but 'he higher grades 
are still scarce and steady in price. The follow- 
ing are the quotations: D Gcod Strained at 
$1.50; E at $1.60; F Good No. 2 at $1.70; G Low 
No. 1 at $2.20; H No. 1 at $2.55; I Good No. 1 
at $3.25; K Low Pale at $3.45, M Pale at $3.90, 
and N Extra Pale at $4.25. 


CHEMICALS.—The demand continues light, 
but prices generally are quite steady, with 
Bleaching Powders and Soda Ash doing a trifle 
better. Sales occurred within the past week as 
follows: 150 cks. Bleaching Powders at 1.32!¢c. to 
1.37i¢c.; 50 tons Soda Ash, at 1.70c.; 50 drums 
Caustic Soda, 60 per cent., at 3.65c.; 25 tons 
Sal Soda, at 1.10c.; 100 barrels Lump Alum, at 
2e.; 100 barrels Ground Alum, at 2)<c.; 200 bar- 
rels Potash Alum, at 2}¢c.; 200 barrels Na- 
trona Porous Alum at 2%c.; 75 barrels Concen- 
trated Alum at 24¢c.; 20 tons Aluminous Cake 
at 1.60c.; 10 cks. Yellow Prussiate at 2lc.; and 
10 cks. Bichromate at 12c. 


COAL.—There was nothing that tended to ex- 
citement in the condition of the market for An- 
thracite Coal during the week under review. 
Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘‘ The future 
is apparently most cheering to the coal owner 
and operator, provided there is a continuance of 
the strong feeling that is reported from this side 
of the fraternity. Since our last edition sales 
have not been heavy either at the advance or 
the old price. Nothing has been done looking to 
a reorganization of a combination, as has been 
freely stated by the press during the past week. 
It is not desirable, but the return of reason 
among the coal owners and operators shows that 
a better price for Anthracite can be had. The ex- 
perience of the past six months has been of such 
a character as to warrant the belief that another 
such period will not be recorded. The mere fact 
that sales have been few and far between during 
the week at an advance price does not prove 
that the advance cannot be maintained. [1 has 
always been the case that upon an advance 
dealers and consumers hold aloof, but express a 
willingness to have their orders entered at the 
old rate. In the course of a week or two, when 
stocks in hand become depleted, then they come 
in and buy at the advance, congratulating them- 
selves that they have placed their orders before 
another advance has been recorded. The com- 
panies claim to be very stiff in their rates, and 
there is no doubt the proper feeling exists for a 
better prices. We quote best grades of Lehigh 
free on board at $3.30 for Lump, $275 for 
Broken and Egg, $2.80 for Stove, for 
Chestnut. We notice many suggestions being 
put forward as to a stoppage of production. 
While it might be desirable to lessen the output 
so that higher prices might result more imme- 
dietely, it is not prudent to have a general stop- 
page, for there might be difficulty in resuming 
when the operators desired. Dealers in Bitumi- 
nous coals have little that is new to report; sales 
are being made, but at rates that do not repre- 
sent anything like profit. When Anthracite 
looms up two or three points, the Bituminous 
operators expect to get better rates.” The Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron Company 
announces that their entire product for June is 
sold, and that they cannot accept any further 
orders for that month. All orders for July 
must be at July prices. The company on Wed- 
nesday issued the following price list: ‘ For 
coal delivered on board vessels at Port Richmond 
for shipment beyond the capes of Delaware— 
Lump, Steamboat and Stove, $2.50; Broken and 
Egg, $2.40; Chestnut, $2.25; Pea, $1.50. These 
prices are for hard white ash coal. For Lykens 
Valley the prices will be $2.75 for Broken, $2.90 
for Chestnut and Egg, and $3.50 for Stove.” 

Quotations at tide water are: Lump, $2.65; 
Broken, $2.70; Egg, $2.70; Stove, $2.85, and 
Chestnut, $2.85
